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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 58-62 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art does not teach a gallium nitride based compound semiconductor light 
emitting device wherein a second electrode used for bonding, provided on a surface of 
the p-type gallium nitride based compound semiconductor layer and on a portion of the 
first electrode, and wherein the second electrode being connected to the first electrode.
